Should 
AJOTOMA aooept ABCAVATDf Vl2 k a proposal tliat be fill the Paris ATOAVATZKA/8 slot, 
naturally AJEDOOHA will become more knowledgeable of ABCAVATCNA/12 1 s operations. 
However, should ABDOGHA merely act as senior consultant to the Paris chief. It 
can be assumed that AEDOGMA’a Information nay be restricted to the degree that 
It has bean during the paat decade (as described in previous reports). In any 
event, Munich Base's views are found In MUNI-3244. 

3* Re paragraph 3a t AECAVATINA/12 has profound trust in ABDOQMA's analytical 
abilities. Their relationship grew out of AEDOCNA k a service as the ABCAVATINA/8 
Cl chief during a period shortly after World War II. AEDOGMA terminated this 
official servloc at KUBARK Instruction and succeeded in hanging on as first. 
AB^AVATXNA/U’s then ABCAVATINA/12*8 personal consultant and advisor. 

4. Re paragraph 3b and 3c: In pursuing his role as consultant to ABCAVATINA s 

11 and 12 ABDOOMA passed biographical data on individuals of Interest to 
ABCAVATDiA/8. 

5. Re paragraph 3d: See, for example, BGMA-27859, 20 August 1957; AEDOGMA 
received EWrf 100.00 per month from A2CAVATINA/12. AKlXXEIA’s current remuneration 
by ABCAVATINA/12 is the same. 

0. Re paragraph 3c: AEDOGMA acted as ABCAVATINA/12 's consultant and spoke 

with him privately. 

7« Re paragraph 3f: Should AEDOCWA become the AECAVATINA/8 representative
